Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1-20 and 22 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Independent claim 1 1 recites the unique feature combination of 
a non-perforated screen, with a flat sound transducer placed behind the screen in 
relation to a direction of projection, along with at least one woofer positioned behind the 
screen. The closest prior art (Azima, U.S. 6,332,029) does not teach or suggest such a 
feature.
